WINNIPEG, Nov. 4.—The McAlpine party is safe and 
well, This is the context of radio reports received in easter) 
and western Canada from a Hudson's Bay company steamer, 
the Fort James, anchored at Gjoahaven, on King William Is 
land, off the north shore of Canada. The message was relayec 
from Cambridge Bay, on the south shore of Victoria Island, 
and directly north of Bathurst Inlet, to the Fort James. From 
the boat, the flash was relayed south of Churchill, on Hudson 
Bay. 
Lost for eight weeks, the McAlpine purty, led by Colonel! 
C. D. H. McAlpine, president of Dominion Explorers, a north 
ern aerial exploration company, left Baker Lake, off the west 
coast of Hudson Bay, on September 8, ‘There were eight mem- 
bers in the party. The message from the north stated that 
they had been located at Cambridge Bay. 

The brief flash, picked up at Churchill, on Hudson Bay, 
and relayed south, said: 

“McAlpine and party found, All well. Located Cambridge 
Bay.”

SASKATOON, Sask,, Nov. 4,.-—-'Th 
place to meet the trade competition of 
the United States, was in the market 
of the world, not in border warfare, 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King de- 
clared in rinying tones here Saturday 
night 

“Let United States have her high 
protection policy if she will, keeping 
up her cost of living and cost of pro- 
duction and let her go out and com- 
pete with the rest of the world.” 

An emphatic declaration that the 
policy of his government would con 
tinue to be seeking to enlarge 
Canada’s export trade featured Mr 
King’s second speech in his western 
tour and met with the applausc of the 
audience which filled every part of 
Third Avenue United church, 

“The difference between the Con- 
servative policy end that of the Lib- 
erals " he sald, “is that the Conserva- 
tivés aim at a monopoly of the home 
market whereas the Liberals oppose 
monopolles of whatever form they may 
be and aim at world market with the 
home market reasonably secured.” 

Particular reference was made by 
the prime minister to the speeches de 
livered this summer by the Hon, R, B 
Bennett, Conservative leader, Mr. King 
especially criticized the claim of Mr 
Bennett that Canada was selling her 
birthright by shipp'ng out raw mate- 
to the United £&'*tes, depleting 
natural resources 

Spends Busy Day

If a bird is secured thrust cotton 
batting, preferably moistened with 
cleohol (anything from methylated 
spirits to whiskey will do) down the 


| throat as far as it will #0. A pencil 


does well as a ramrod, Then pack the 
bird as soon as it is cool, but not be- 
fore, in newspaper followed by strong 
brownpaper and mail to the depart- 
ment of zoology, University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, . Postage will be refunded 
At the same time send a letter stating 
as precisely as possible, the t}me and 
place where the bird was taken. In- 
clude any other information that may 
be relavent or of interest, 

“If anyone watches for crows or 
goes out after them, but fails to get 
any,” sald Professor Rowan, “we 
should like to know that they were 
out, where they went and when. 
Even if they saw no crows we should 
the information, Negative in- 
formation can be valuable and will be

Every crow 1s banded, The bands 
should not be removed under any 
conditions as each crow has its com- 
plete history recorded under its num- 
ber and different groups of crows are 
involved. Their behavior is expected 
to differ, 

Everyone who has participated in 
the hunt will receive a souvenir of the 
occasion, whether he has met with 
success or not.

| Alberta railways will next summer build 
westward from Hythe and from Fairview, 


|| on both sides of the Peace River, and may 
|| also build west from Spirit River and

| Under the terms of the purchase, the 
| owners of the northern railway system 
are required to build a minimum of sixty 
|| miles of new line in five years, besides 
completing the work which the Provincial

year's program alone will be a literal 
fulfilment of these obligations. That they 
are to be covered in a single season is

T am using the word to describe not 
&@ profession but a temperament, The 
professional journalist is engaged in 

chronicling the 

events of the day; 
the temperamen- 
tal journalist 
lives for the day. 
“Sufficient for 
the day is the evil 
thereof,” and the 
good and the joy 
as well, Natural- 
ly if you live from 
hand to mouth, 
your prospect is 
limited, and you 
Joseph Jastrow don't or can't 
i much time in planning your 
life, But since ®% more or less long- 
range outlook, some kind of a goal in 
the future, should and does enter into 
the lives of more and more people, it 
may be said to enter also into the 
ideal of mental fitness. 

We were all journalists to begin 
with, As children we lived for and 
in the day, and oe properly so. A 
child's day should close when he Jays 
him down to sleep; the day is done; 
let the morrow take care of ‘tself, 
That's the right of childhood and 
therein Hes its blessedness, In reach- 
ing man’s estate, one must put away 
childish things, and no longer think 
as a child. Few succeed wholly; per- 
haps no one should. It’s good to be 
able, now and then, to drop the cares 
of life and live for the day again, 
That's recreation; and without it we 
grow stale, The journalist by tem- 
perament tends to live that way by 
choice or by drift. 

The temperamental journalist may 
be of many professions or none. Per- 
haps he is most clearly expressed in 
the hobo; here one day, there the 
next, no roots, no plans. There's 
more than that to his psychology, of 
course; there is or may be the spirit 
of venture; the liking for change.
